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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to amendment filed 7/27/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language, 

3. Claims 5, 6, 16, 25, 26, 36, 47, 51, and 83-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Jahagirdar et al. (Patent No. US 6,125,286). 

Regarding claims 5, 25, 47, Jahagirdar teaches a status display control unit (504, fig. 5) 
for displaying status information of an electronic equipment (fig. 3) which includes a lid member 
(306), a main display section (320) and an auxiliary display section (318), comprising the main 
display section being provided at a position of the lid member so that the main display section is 
only visible in an open state of the lid member (col. 3, lines 41-52), said status display control 
unit comprising: 

a controller (504) operating on an operating system that operates in a normal state of the 
electronic equipment, configured to display a communication connection status of the electronic 
equipment in the auxiliary display section (col. 5, lines 54-65, col. 6, lines 65-67). 

Regarding claims 6, 26, 83, Jahagirdar teaches the communication connection status 
includes at least one of a state during dial-up, a state during authentication of connection, a state 
during connection, a state during re-dial standby, a net communication time, a state during 
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checking of electronic mail, a state during reception of electronic mail, and an abnormal state 
(col. 5, lines 54-65, col. 6, lines 65-67). 

Regarding claims 16, 36, 51, 84-86, Jahagirdar further teaches the electronic equipment, 
configured to display communication time and communication cost of the electronic equipment 
in the auxiliary display section (coll. 6, line 65 to col. 7, line 2). 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5, 6, 16, 25, 26, 36, and 47 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
